—The scientist is constantly up setting 
the weather wise nations of the “oldest 
inhabitant” and if this sort of a thing 
goes on it will not moke any sort of dif- 
ercnce whether y ou p lant y our vegeta­ 
bles this sp ring in the old or new moon, 
t is really astonishing how p eop le will 
clink to erroneous notions concerning the 
weather. 
In noticing errors of this 
kind, a distinguished meteorologist, urges 
attention to these facts: That while the 
moon might well be ex p ected to influence 
our weather, scientific evidence shows 
that it does not; that there is no sound 
reason for believing that sunsp ots have 
any 
ap p reciable effects in p roducing 
storms; that animal instinct ranks greatly 
below hum&Q intelligence as a guide to 
future weather; that the indications furn­ 
ished by p lants are due to the condition 
of the air, as are also other “sigis,” and 
are less delicate and reliable than the ac­ 
curate instrumental tests of meteorolo­ 
gists; that thunder-storms do not cool the 
air, but the cool inrush results, like the 
storm, from the rise of hot air; that it has 
not y et been p roven that the removal of 
forests and the ex tension of railroads and 
telegrap hs have influenced our climate; 
that the weather is materially the same 
as in old-fashioned times scientific records 
disp roving the faulty recollections of the 
oldest inhabitant; and that severe storms 
are no more liable to occur at the date of 
the equinox es than at other times.

tung, 
Tho residence was recently de­ 
stroyed bv lire, and all the historical 
articles presented by successive dynas­ 
ties and adm irers 
of the philosopher 
during all 
these centuries were con 
sumcd. 
As the present duke is a lineal 
descendant of Confucius, there can bo 
no doubt of the authenticity of the col­ 
lection, which 
can 
now 
never bo re­ 
placed.

R etorts of many ex periments aro 
unanimous as to the rem arkable effect

A d isc ov e ry of a network of so-called 
canals on the planet Mars by Schiap­ 
arelli sev eral y ears ago has been eon- 
firmed this y ear by observers both in 
England and Italy .” 
R ecent ex periments by Dr. Parsons 
seem to establish the faet that the 
germs of ordinary infectious diseases 
cannot withstand an ex posure to dry 
heat of 230 degrees F., or an ex posure 
of five minutes to boiling-water steam 
for 212 degrees. 
An* apparatus for putting criminals to 
death by electricity is on ex hibition in 
Lein sic.” It consists of a chair which is 
in tno circuit of a powerful induction 
coil. 
On closing the circuit, death is 
occasioned instantaneously . 
T he r e aro 17 2 specimens of blind 
creatures known to science, including 
cray fish, my riapods, etc. 
They are 
mostly white, whether from lack of 
stimulus of the light, or from bleaching 
out of tho skin. 
Some species havo 
small ey es and somo havo none. 
A c c ord ing to the recent Franklin 
Institute test, one pound of coal will 
y ield an amount of light averaging 150 
candles with the 
electric arc light 
(about six ty 
per 
cent, of 
this if 
glasss shades are used), twenty candles 
with incandescent lamps, and fourteen 
to sev enteen candles with gas. 
In this 
estimate it is assumed that steam coal 
is burned under a good boiler for tho 
electric lights, and that the gas is ob­ 
tained from a bituminous coal. 
T h e first indispensible requisite to 
life is the sun. 
Were tho sun to be ex ­ 
tinguished, tho green parts of the plant 
would no longer fulfill their functions. 
They would even disappear, as is tho 
case if a plant grows in darkness. 
Hence there would bo no formation of 
new v egetable matter. 
Tho sfcoro of 
food for animals would soon be ex ­ 
hausted and they would die. 
Were the 
heat or the light of the sun to fail, noth­ 
ing liv ing could ex ist on the faeo of the 
earth. 
A c c ord ing to Dr. Brown-Sequard, 
one haH only to harden tlio neck and 
feet and destroy their sensitiv eness to 
prev ent taking cold. 
This is done by 
daily blowing a stream of cool air, by 
means of an elastic bag, upon the neck, 
and by immersing the feet in cool 
water. 
Tho air is at first only slightly 
cool, but is each day made colder, until 
tho neck can stand an arctic blast with 
impunity . 
The feet are immersed in 
water which is at first at a temperature 
of about 9 0 degrees F., and this is 
gradually reduced to 38 degrees F. 
I t is often observed that iron of re­ 
cent make rusts and wears away much 
more rapidly than samples made forty 
or fifty y ears ago. 
The more rapid 
deterioration of much of the iron of a 
late make arises from the fact that it 
contains more impurities than formerlv. 
The common iron of to-day is filled with 
slag, and looks coarse and fibrous when 
rusted or woy n. 
Fifty y ears ago the 
iron made in the United Btates was 
largely charcoal iron, and was much 
purer "and better than the same grades 
made at tho present day . 


White-House Receptions in Buy s of J ack- 
soiliau Simplicity * 
President J ackson's table manners, 
say s a writer in Lippineott’s, were us 
Democratic as could be desired. 
He 
had at each plate two forks, ono of 
which was of silv er and the other of 
steel. 
The President used a steel fork 
himself, and after his dinner lie alway s 
smoked his tobacco from along-handled 
corncob pipe. 
Andrew J ackson enter­ 
tained lav ishly on the night of his first 
inauguration." The carpets of tho east 
room were ruined by the orange punch 
and lemonade whieh were serv ed to the 
crowd who came to his reception. Bar­ 
rels of this punch were mode and it was 
brought into the rooms in buckets. 
At 
last the people began to rush for the 
waiters as soon as they entered the 
room. 
Glasses were broken and ladies’ 
dresses ruined. 
Tubs of punch were 
finally taken into the garden, aud in 
this way the throng was drawn off, and 
it was possible to serve cake and wine 
to the ladies. 
At J ackson’s farewell 
reception a monster cheese, as big as a 
hogshead in circumference and nearly a 
y ard thick, was cut with saw blades 
made into knives, and served out to the 
guests. 
Each guest received three 
pounds of cheese. 
The ev ent was the 
talk of the nation, and when Van Buren 
became President his NewY’ork friends, 
emulativ e of J ackson, sent him a big 
cheese. 
It was cut up in the east room. 
The greasy crumbs fulling upon the 
carpet were trampled into it, and tho 
ruination of the furniture during these 
two ail ministrations led later Presidents 
to discontinue the practice of serv ing 
eatables at general receptions. 
Now 
no guest comes to a dinner at the White 
House unless inv ited. In Van Huron’s 
day Bacourt. in his “S o u ven irs (Cu n 
D ip lo m a t” 
say s that the President’s 
cook told bis v alet that for sev eral 
months preceding the election of 1 wHi* 
many persons arriv ed at the Wi.io* 
Hou se for 
b r.akfast or dinner, and 
threatened to vote against Van Bu ren 
if they were not entertained. 
The cook 
stated that lie had all the trouble ?h>s- 
sible in satisfy ing them, and they often 
retu rned what he sent u p, doing so on 
the pretex t that it was uneatable, and 
ordered something else.

o n which the church is situated, and no 
o ne was allo wed to pass thro ugh the lino un­ 
less he had a ticket Befo re a o ’clo ck the line 
in Orange street was two blo cks lo ng, three 
abreast 
The stro o ts were packed with peo ­ 
ple, who hung aro und ho ping that they 
might be able to get in witho ut a ticket Tho 
members o f Ply r o uth co mpany , G, o f the 
Thirteenth regiment, o f which Mr. Beecher 
was chaplain, were statio ned at the do o rs o f 
the church and in the lecture ro o m. 
While the vast cro wd o f peo ple were gath­ 
ering o utside o f the church the lady mem­ 
bers o f the co ngregatio n were wo rking like 
Leavers within, dressing the pulpit and 
casket with flo wers. 
Tho who le interio r was 
turned into a perfect flo wer-garden, and the 
fragrant perfume o f tho ro ses prevailed the 
air.

UNFORTUNATE IMMIGRANTS. 


Tliey Narro wly Escape Shipwreck To Be 
Caught In a Railway Disaster. 
Baltimore , Md., March 12.—The po o r 
emigrants who came to America in the Ger­ 
man Llo y d steamship Rhein fro m the father­ 
land have indeed had a hard time. Their trials 
began o n the very day they sailed fro m Bre­ 
men. 
The vo y age was an exceedingly ro ugh 
o ne. 
High wiuds and heavy seas buffeted 
them abo ut witho ut cessatio n. 
They were 
threatened with ice-bergs, and heavy flo e ice 
was enco untered and battled fo r several 
day s, and o n last Tuesday , when within a 
few hundred mile3 o f Baltimo re, their ves­ 
sel went agro und. 
The Rhein arrived here 
Friday mo rning, and the i)2i) immigrants 
wo re glad to so t fo o t o n so il o nce mo re. 
They started fo r the west o n an emigrant 
train o n the Baltimo re & Ohio railro ad fro m 
Lo cust Po int at 4 o ’clo ck Friday afterno o n. 
The train had scarcely run 200 y ards when 
o ne o f the cars, in which were cro wded fifty 
passengers, jumped the track and ro lled o ver 
o n its side. The emigrants were thro wn with 
vio lence fro m their seats o n to p o f each 
o ther. The wo men and children o f the party 
screamed fo r help, and the men who were 
uninjured did no ble wo rk in extricating 
them,

& Ohio was o n hand pro mptly , and ex­ 
tinguished a slight tire in the car befo re any 
damage was do ne.

THF RAILWAYS PROFIT 


BY A DECISION RENDERED BY T H E 
INTERIOR SECRETARY. 


Sparks’ Pla n for A djusting Land Grant 
Lim its Kejectod—M oney to t ig ht tlia 
rien ro —The Treasury 
Defies Weaver 
Et Al. —Those Com m issioners—Cholera 
South of Vs—Capital Notes. 


W a shing ton C ity, March 12.—The secre­ 
tary of the interior, in the case of Leander 
Scott vs. the Kansas Pacific railway, has de­ 
cided to adhere to the present system of ad­ 
justing the limits of grants for railroads. 
That system was established in 1852, and de­ 
fines the lateral limits of su3h grants by 
describing an arc from every point of the 
road as located on the plats of the public 
survey, with a radius of the length described 
by the statute. Lines drawn tangent to such 
arcs krill form the lim it 
This decision re-, 
jecta the system proposed by the commis­ 
sioner of the general land office, which would 
determine the side limits of the grant by 
drawing lines of the length prescribed by the 
statute from every point of the road as lo­ 
cated, but always at right angles to a direct 
line 
connecting the 
angles 
or change 
of 
director 
of 
the 
road. 
A 
line 
drawn 
through the extremities of such 
lines would form the lim it 
This decision is, 
perhaps, in its ramifications and the amounts 
of land involved, the most important ever 
rendered by the secretary of the interior. 
Had the decision of Commissioner Sparks 
been approved the land grant railroads of 
the country would have been deprived of 
many millions of acres of land by means of 
the new adjustments which he suggested. ¿ Ak 


Kates to the N a tiona l Drill. 
W a shing ton C ity, March 12. —The com­ 
mittee of the southern passenger agents’ con­ 
vention, which adjourned here recently, has 
decided upon the general national drill rate 
for all travelers. Under the inter-state com­ 
merce law it is understood they can not 
make discrimination in favor of persons, so 
the committee has decided to give the cheap 
soldiers’ rate 
to 
citizen travelers also. 
Three-quarters of 1 cent per mile is the rate 
fixed for parties not less than twenty-five in 
one party for short-line distances traveled 
from all points to Washington and return. 
This rate, which applies to citizens and sol­ 
diers, is the lowest ever given for similar 
purposes, and is about one-half that given 
the New Orleans exposition. 


T he Issue o f Sm a ll N otes. 
W a shing ton C ity, March 12.—The new 
sundry civil appropriation bill reproduces in 
the same words the clause of the former 
bill which Messrs. Warner, Weaver, Bland 
and others construe as prohibiting the with­ 
drawal of |1 and |2 legal tender notes, and 
which they accuse the treasury department 
of violating. It is authoritatively learned that 
there w-ill be no cbeuge in the policy of the 
department in this regard. 
The treasury 
officials believe it impossible to issue f 1 and 
|2 silver certificates and legal tenders simul­ 
taneously, and they will make no attempt to 
issue the greenbacks.

P rohibition In Illin ois. 
S prin gfield , Ills , 
March 
12. —In the 
houho Friday the resolution providing for 
the sub mission of a prohib ition amendment 
to a rote of the people at tin* nex t general 
election was made the social order for 
March 16. 
Bills were intro« luce 1: 
Making 
eight hours a day ’s work for stato employ os; 
for the appointment b y tho governor of a 
b oard of commissioners to regui’itc* the price 
of coal; compelling railroad companies to 
b uild doub le tracks. 
The most important 
b ill was one providing that the sheriff of any 
county , in cans of riots or insurrection, shall 
enroll and arm as many special deputies—all 
ab le-b odied men of his county —as he thinks 
necessary , and call upon the adjutant gen 
eral who shall furnish the necessary arms 
and ammunition to q uell such disturb ances. 
It also provides that the counties shall pay 
such deputies $2 per day and all other neces­ 
sary ex pense. 
In case the sheriff can not 
thus preserve the peace or q uell any riots, he 
shall then call upon the governor for the 
militia. 
The b ill also makes it unlawful to 
use private detectivej or any other citizens 
not oeace officers.
